going on this Spring a popular out-pour, 
not so gnat to before and fa'rr:difrerent 
a its character, in the opposite direc- 
tion, and the richest and the most lux- 
urious of America's sons and daughters 
are leaving these shores every week for 
tho gay capitals, the hoary castles and 
oreezy mountain sides of the Old World. 
[n one respect the two tides of emigra- 
tion are similur—they promise to be the 
Heaviest in respect' to numbers ever 
known in tha history of the country, 
The influx from'Europe will certainly be 
the largest we have ever had, 'and toe 
exodus from this country to the Old 
World will also probably be the heaviest, 
with the possible exception of the Paris 
Exhibition year, when there were spec- 
ial causes for an increased travel such 
as do not exist in 1880. On the contrary 
the very heavy European excursion 
travel which has set in this Spring is al 
the more astonishing considering the 
fact that thin is a Presidential election 
year, when thousands of politicians, offi- 
cials and others interested in politics are 
compelled to stay here and forego their 
accustomed Summer trip across the "big 
pond." The (Jallia, of tho Cunard line, 
sailed the other day with,the remarkable 
complement of 300 passengers, and it is 
estimated that six of tie leading lines— 
namely, the White Star, Canard, Inman 
French, Hamburg and Bremen—wil 
transport in the neighborhood of twenty 
thousand Summer excursionists to En- 
rope during tho season. In this calcnla 
tion are included not only the cabin pas 
seugers of the English and French lines, 
but also a small proportion of the steer- 
age travel on tha German lines; for it is 
a remarkable fact that on the German 
lines quite a respectable portion of the 
steerage travellers are often economical 
pleasure tourists, carrying with them 
very decent letters of credit, and aie 
sometimes blessed with more worldly 
possessions than their fellow travellers 
in the cabins. Adding to the above the 
other lines—the National, Anchor, Wil- 
liams & Guion, Rotterdam, &c.—it may 
be safely said that from thirty thousand 
to forty thousand Summer tourists will 
have left New York for Europe by the 
1st of August, when the exodus gener- 
ally ceases. Taking the lower estimate 
as tho more conservative one—namely, 
30,000—and calculating that every one 
of these 30,000 travellers will spend on 
an average about $500 abroad, we have 
the. formidable total of $15,000,000—say 
$15,000,033 which Europe will filch 
from p c:uoric American pockets this 
Summer. This rough estimate is prob- 
ably it low one. While But few will 
spend less than $500 very many will 
spend considerable more, for quite apart 
from the personal travelling expenses 
many thousands and tens of thousand.,
